At the hearing on the 6th July , 1966 which was the date fixed for filing of docu 
ments , Shri M . K . Jain representing the Bank made a statement that Shri P . P . 
Vishwakarma has been already promoted as Supervisor with effect from 14th 
March 1966 and that in the circumstances, the reference has become infructuous . 
The case was then fixed for admissions and denials of documents . 

3. When the matter came up today for hearing before me Shri C . L . Bhardwaj 
for the workman and Shri M . K . Jain for the management put in appearance. 
Shri Bhardway has made a statement that since Shri Vishwakarma has been 
already promoted the Union does not want to continue the dispute and , in these 
circumstances, it may be treated as withdrawn. Shri M . K . Jain has nothing to 
say . In view of the above statement of Shri C . L . Bhardwaj, the authorised 
ropresentative of the workman , I have no alternative but to pass an award that 
the dispute stands withdrawn and has ceased to exist. I pass an award 
accordingly .

II. Scales of Pay : 

Grade A : Rs. 120 - 5 . 6 - 150 - 0 / 7 - 192 - 8 6 - 240 in 19 years, 
Grade B : Rs. 180 - 6 , 2 - 192 - 8 / 6 - 240 - 10 , 3 - 270 in 11 years . 
Grade C : Rs. 200 - 10 / 4 , 240 - 15 / 10 - 390 - 20 / 4 - 470 in 18 yea : s . 
Grade D : Rs. 275 -15, 5 - 350 -20 / 5 - 450 - 25 / 5 - 575 in 15 years.

III. Dearness Allowance:

VII. Other Allowances : 

( a ) Overtime allowance : An employee working overtime shall be entitled to 
overtime allowance for such period of work rendered at the rate of double the 
hourly rate of wages inclusive of Special Allowance and all other allowances .

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Board of Trustees. On the Board of Provident Fund Trust, the employees and 
the employers should have equal number of representatives . The employees 
representatives should be elected by themselves by simple majority of votes. Re 
election of the employees representatives should be held every three years unlegs 
necessitated earlier by death or resignation or recall by a majority of the 
employecs . 
XI. Leave; 

Casual Leave - 15 days casual leave should be given in 2 calendar year. 6 
days casual leave may be granted at a stretch . Casual leave may be prefixed and 
suffixed to holidays and Sundays. 

Privilege ( Earned ) Leuze -- - Privilege leave should be allowed to all employees 
at the rate of 1 day for every 1l calendar days. Employees should be allowed 
to accumulate leave upto 6 months. Return farc to the employee , his wife and 
dependents should be granted once in two years for going anywhere in India . 

Sick Leave. - Thirty days sick leave per year should be allowed on full pay to 
the employees with a maximum accumulation of 12 months during the service 
period . 


In case of prolonged illness further sick leave with half pay should be allowed 
up to six more months and another six months without pay . 

Maternity Leave . — Maternity leave up to the period of three months shall be 
allowed to all female cmployees . 

Eruminotion Leare. Employees shall be allowed adequate leave for appearing 
in all the recognised examinations in addition to all other leave . 

Special Leare, Adequate leave shall be allowed to thc Union Representatives 
and Office Bearers of the All India Insurance Employees Association and / or its 
affiliated units to enable them to attend meetings and conferences of the Unions 
and their Central Organisations and to participate in the Tribunals and Concilia 
tion Proceedings. 

Furlough Leare, - Enıployees on retirement shall be granted six months leave 
as Leave preparatory to retirement or in lieu thereof six months total salary 
should be paid , 
XII. Security of Service: 

No employee shall be victimised for trade union activities. 
XIII. Working Hours : 

The working hours for employees in Grades C , D and E shall be 33 hours a 
week and 36 hours for employees in Grades A and B . A grace time of 15 
minutes shall be allowed before they are marked late , 
XIV . Bonus: 

Customary . — Employees shall be paid three months basic salary as Bonus per 
year. 
XV . Uniforms to Employees in the Grudes A & B : 

An employee of Grade A and B shall be provided with the following outfit 
annually : 

1. Summer Uniform : Three sets. 
2 . Umbrella : Onc. 
3 . Footwear: Two Pairs 
4 . Rain Coat: One for those who are to do out-door duties. 

5 . Caps or Turbans. 
XVI Allowance During Suspension : 

During the suspension of an employee, he shall he paid allowance equal to 
75 per cent of his total wages .

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AWARD 
The Government of India in its Ministry of Labour and Employment had , by 
Order No. 7 ( 10 ) /65 -LRII dated 26th April 1965 , referred this dispute to my learned 
predecessor for adjudication . I had succeeded him on 19th November 1965 as 
Presiding Oficer , Industrial Tribunal, Andhra Pradesh , Hyderabad . By a subse 
quent order No . 7 / 33 /65 -LRII dated 31st January 1966 the Government of India 
in its Ministry of Labour and Employment had , along with similar cases, with 
drawn I. D . No . 28 / 1965 from the file of my lcained predecessor and transferred 
it to me. The issue as per Schedule annexed to the Notification is this : - - 
Whether in view of the actual nature of work peformed by Shri K . Rajesham 

from June 1962, the management of Singareni Collieries Company 
Limited was justified in designating him as Lorry Driver and paying 
him only catcgory VIII wages ? If not, to what relief is he entitled 

and from what date ? 
The statement of claims on behalf of the claimant, Rajesham , was filed by the 
General Secretary, Andhra Pradesh Colliery Mazdoor Sangh . That Sangh is party 
to the reference . Rajesham was appointed as car and lorry driver in the Rama 
gundam Division of the Singareni Collieries Company Limited . His claim is that 
it was in the month of June 1961 that he was so appointed . It is stated that 
later he was working as mechanic in the Automobile Şection but that in the year 
1963 he was sent back to work as driver . His complaint is that instead of desi 
gnating him as in - charge senior mechanic with the appropriate scale of pay, he 
was wrongly designated as driver in Category VIII . He claims that he should be 
designated as in - charge mechanic with appropriate scale of pay . The manuge 
ment s counter is that it was not in June 1961 that Rajesham was appointed as 
driver but that it was on 31st May 1962. It is admitted that Rajesham had been 
working as motor mechanic, but it is explained that it was at his own request. It 
is further stated in the counter that although Rajesham was entitled to only Cate 
gory VII as driver he was given Category VIII because he was working as mecha 
nic . It is added that Rajesham cannot lay claim to a category higher than category 
VIII. It is admitted that later he was transferred as lorry driver because he 
himself did not like to continue in the automobile section , 

2 . When I. D . No . 28 / 1965 came up for enquiry , Mr. Shayam Mohan , Personnel 
Officer of the Singareni Collierics Company Lid ., Aled a Memorandum of Settie 
ment on 3rd May 1966 . It is dated 9th December 1965. It is the Tandur Coal 
Mincs Labour Union that had negotiated with the management so as to arrive at 
that settlement. It will be noticed that it is the Andhra Pradesh Colliery Mazdoor 
Sangh that is party to the reference . The Memorandum of Settlement is signed 
by Mr. K . V . Subbiah , Agent Ramagundum Division , and Mr. M . V . Galande, 
Divisional Personnel Officer , Ramagundam Division , representing the Management. 
It is also signed by Mcssrs. Ch Venkateswararao and Ch . Zechariah who are 
respectively Vice President and Secretary of the Tandur Coal Mines Labour Union . 
Rajesham also signed it. The document is attested by two persons, Mr. Sudhir 
Babu and Mr. M . Adinarayanarao . According to the terms of settlement the 
Management had agreed to transfer Rajesham hack to the automobile section 
from 10th December 1965 romoting him to Category IX as motor mechanic with 
effect from 12th December 1965 . He was in Category VIII until then . 


3 . By reason of the shifting of the Office of the Industrial Tribunal, Andra 
Pradesh , Hyderabad , in the first week of May 1966 , there was some delay in 
taking further action based upon the Memorandum of Settlement fled by Mr. 
Shyam Mohan on 3rd May. On 17th May Mr, Narayanarcddy , General Secrctary 
of the Andhra Pradesh Collicry Mazdoor Sangh , appeared hefore me and stated 
that the Memorandum of Settlement was forced upon Rajcsham by the Managc 
ment. He characterised it as unfair labour practice . I told Mr. Narayanareddy 
that his mcrcly saying so orally would not suffice and that he should be prepared 
to Ale a petition in that behalf. Such a petition wag Alled on 18th May . There 
upon I had numbered it as MP No. 66 / 1966. Rajesham stated in that petition 
that his signature upon the Memorandum of Settlement was obtained under pres 
surc and that the contents of the document were not either explained or read 
over to him . Tt is also stated in the petition that he was told at the time that 
he would be given master grade in a month having regard to his request for the 
grade of senior mechanic and that he was also told that the promise was Incor 
porated in the document. It was played in the petition that the Memorandum 
o Settlement be ignored and the dispute taken up for enquiry . Notice of that 
petition was given to the Management as well as to the Tandur Coal Mines Labour 
Union . Belampalli. It will he noted that it was this Union that had negotiated 
with the Management on behalf of Rajesham . That Union filed counter denying 
that any inducement or pressure was brought to bear upon Rajesham . The 
Management Aled counter denying that any promise was given to Rajesham that 
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he would be given master grade or that pressure was brought upon him to sign 
the Memorandum of Settlement. 

4 . I held an enquiry in M . P . No. 66 / 1966 . W .Ws. 1 and 2 were examined on 
the side of Rajesham , W . W . 1 being Rajeshan himself. M . W . 1 Mr. Galande the 
Divisional Personnel Officer was examined for the Management. Exs. Mi to M3 
were marked . Ex . M1 is the Memorandum of Settlement. Two questions arose 
for decision in that enquiry . The first was whether the Tandur Coal Mines Labour 
Union had the locus standi to negotiate with the Management on behalf of 
Rajesham . It will be noted that it was Andhra Pradesh Colliery Mazdoor Sangh 
that had earlier espoused his cause , and is party to the reference. It was clear 
from Exs. M2 and M3 that Rajesham had cut himself loose from the Sangh and 
jolned the Union prior to the negotiations with the Management. Therefore 
f held that the Union could properly negotiate with the Management on behalf 
of Rajesham . The second point was whether the signature of Rajesham upor) 
the Memorandum of Settlement dated 9th December 1965 was obtained from him 
either by inducement or under pressuie , I answered this question in the negative , 
and held that Rajesham was not only a willing party to the settlement but had 
also acted upon it by drawing his wages in Category IX to which category he 
was promoted from category VIII. Following the two atorcsaid findings , I had , 
by order dated 30th July , dismissed M . P . No. 68 of 1966 . When the dispute was 
thus settled and the settlement was acted upon , it should be said that the dispute 
itself would ceasc to be pending here because there would be no dispute to adjudi 
catc: It was a valid settlement. The settlement cove - s the issue annexed to the 
Notification , 

5 . In view of the settlement of the dispute between the parties. Award is 
herewith passed in terms of the Memorandum of Settlement dated 9th December , 
1965 , a copy whercof is appended hereto .

Short recital of the case 
On 13th May 1962 Shri K . Rajesham was employed in Ramagundom Division of 
the Singareni Collieries Co. Ltd ., as a Lorry Driver in Category Vill . But since 
Sri Rajesham is an experienced Mechanic , he started worked as a Motor Mechanic 
in our Automobile Workshop . According to our Wage Schedule Molor Mechanics 
are in Category VII. Sri Rajesham was paid Category VIII wages as per his 
designation . As a result of quarrel between the chargchand of the Main Work 
shop and Sri Rajesham , Sri Rajesham did not like to work in the Automobile 
Workshop as Mechanic and was therefore went back to work as Driver, 

The Tandur Coal Mines Labour Union made representation that Shi i K . Raje 
sham has been wrongly sent back to work as Driver and he should be transferred 
again as Motor Mechanic and placed in Category IX as a Motor Mechanic . The 
Labour Inspector ( Central) , Kothagudium held the conciliation proceedings on 
22nd December 1963. But no settlement could be arrived at However in the 
month of February , 1965 representation for the same was made by the Andhra 
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Pradesh Colliery Mazdoor Sangh demandirig that Sri Rajesham be made Mechanic 
Incharge. As a result of this representation conciliation procecdings were held 
before the Conciliation Oncer al Hyderabad on 24th February 1965 . The Conci 
liation Proceedings ended in failure and the dispute was subsequently rejerred 
for adjudication before the Industrial Tribunal, Andhra Pradesh , Hyderabad . The 
Tribunal proceedings are still pending. 

On 30th July , 1965 Sri K . Rajesham resigned his membership of the Andhra 
Pradesh Colliery Mazdoor Sangh as well as his post as the Working Committee 
Member of the same Union and has now become a member of the Tandur Coul 
Mines Labour Union . 

In order to settle this dispute to the satisfaction of hoth parties, discursions 
between the Management and the Representatives of the Tandur Coal Mines Labour 
Union along with Shri K . Rajesham were held on this subject and the parties now 
arrive at the following mutual settlement on 9th December 1965 . 


Terms of Settlement 
1 . The Management agrecs to transfer Sri K . Rajesham as Motor Mechanic 
in th Automobile Section from 10th December 1965 and he will be promoted to 
Category IX as Motor Mechanic with effect from 12th December 1965 . 

2 . The demands made by the Union in this regard are fully and completely 
met by this settlement and the aggrieved workman Sri K . Rajesham is also satis 
fied with this settlement and he has no further grievance in this respect.
